Truman Present as Mis- 
sourian Becomes Chief 
of Staff—Gift for Re- 
tiring General. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
With President Truman looking 
on, the Army’s top command 
changed hands today, Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley took over as chief of 
staff from Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower, his West Point classmate 
of younger days. 


Bradley, of Moberly, Mo., will be 
55 years old Thursday, took the 
oath of office in a brief, impres- 
sive ceremony in the office of 
Secretary of the Army Kenneth 
Royall. Eisenhower ministered 
the oath. At its conclusion, he 
asked Bradley if he swore to sup- 
port his office. 


Bradley replied with the cus- 
tomary formal “I do.” 

Eisenhower said: “With those 
words you have a job.” 


Hisenhower, who is 57, received 
from Truman a third Oak Leaf 
Cluster for his Distinguished 
Service Medal. This was in rec- 
ognition of meritorious duty as 
chief of staff. The President said 
it was a great pleasure to pin the 
decoration on Eisenhower's blouse. 

Truman then gave Eisenhower 
a silver cigarette case from the 
joint chiefs of staff (top com- 
manders of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force), Observing the size of the 
case, the President remarked that 
you can't carry it in your pocket. 

Shortly before stepping down as 
chief ‘of staff, Eisenhower told a 
farewell press conference that the 
Army’s manpower situation is 
“getting serious.” He said some- 
thing must be done about it. The 
Army is about 100,000 men under 
its proposed strength. 

As one means of encouraging 
recrutiing, Eisenhower suggested 
the Army should give extra pay 
to men assigned to some of the 
more undesirable spots in the 
world, This would be in addition 
to the 20 per cent extra given all 
troops on overseas assignment. 

Eisenhower said his plans after 
leaving the job.today include a

PAULEY CAREER: 
OIL AND POLITICS 


Pauley, a strapping six-footer 
who looks like Victor MacLaglen 
and who on occasion can act as 
tough, taught economics at Cali- 
fornia universities in his youth 
and earned spare funds by work- 
ing as a mucker“ in the oil fields. 

His outlook on life, by his own 
statement to reporters later, un- 
derwent a drastic change as the 
aftermath of an airplane accident 
in which his back was broken. 
Bedridden for a year, Pauley did 
a lot of reading and thinking, and 
left the hospital with the fervent 
resolution that henceforth he 
would do things in a big way, 
and never again be poor. His de- 
parture from the hospital, he has 
said, was delayed a month be- 
cause he couldn’t pay the bill.

St. Loulg housewives were hope- 
ful today of a further break in 
the retail food price structure as 
declining commodity and livestock 
markets brought lower prices on 
flour, lard, butter and pork. 

The Kroger Co. here announced 
a price reduction of one cent on 
its 20-ounce loaf of bread, effective 
Monday. The new price will be 
two loaves for 27 cents or 14 cents 
each, The old price was two for 
29 or 15 cents each, 

One of the most pronounced 
drops has been in flour. Millers’ 
prices on the hard patent type 
sold for home consumption were 
quoted yesterday at $6.22 a hun- 
dred pounda, off 63 cents in three 
days, 

At the retail level, a large gro- 
cery chain here was quoting a 
well-known brand at $1.97 for a 
25-pound bag, down approximately 
45 cents from last week.

Smoked 
hams were marked down from 67

Milk Also Off. 

The retail price of butter sold 
by the two largest dairies here 
today’ was 97 cents, a two-cent 
drop from yesterday’s price, Milk 
was selling for one cent less than 
the record high set here last week 
when a three-day buyers’ strike 
called by the Consumers’ Federa- 
tion in protest against a one-cent 
rise resulted in large quantities 
of milk being returned to the 
dairies. 

A further decline today of $T to 
$1.50 in the average price of hogs 
at National Stockyards brought 
the week's losses to $2 to $3 on 
butcher grades and $3.50 to 33.75 
on sows, for the sharpest break in 
recent years. 

The practical top on butcher 
grades today was $24.25 a hun- 
dredweight as against $26.25 at 
the close of last week and the 
record of $30 reached at varoius 
times in the last quarter of 1947. 
The current price is the lowest 
since last June 10. Of the 600 head 
received today, about half were 
carried over to Monday in the 
hope of bringing better prices.

A permanent lowering of grain 
prices should eventually stimulate 
livestock production and thus 
contribute to a more balanced 
meat supply, a spokesman for the 
Producers’ Livestock Commission 
Association said.

ARGENTINA TO TAKE OVER 
BRITISH-OWNED RAILWAYS 
IN DEAL FOR MEAT, CORN 


BUENOS AIRES, 
Feb. 7 (AP). 


RGENTINA announced to- 

day an agreement to ship 

meat and corn to Britain 
throughout this year. The 
agreement, reached at a four- 
hour conference presided over 
by President Juan D. Peron, 
broke a 10-week deadlock in 
negotiations, mostly centering 
around prices, 


Unofficial sources said Ar- 
gentina would send $760,000,000 
worth of food to Britain in ex- 
change for $160,000,000 worth 
of machinery, coal and petrole- 
um plus 12,000 miles of British- 
owned railways in Argentina 
valued at $600,000,000. Britain 
is expected to pay at least 14 
per cent above the present 
price of 11 cents per pound for 
prime chilled beef. It also prob- 
ably will pay enough extra to 
cove increased production 
costs estimated as high as 40 
per cent. 

Peron had disclosed last 
night that Argentina would 
take over this month the rail- 
ways built by British capital 
more than 50 years ago and 
operated under a 99-year fran- 
chise.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan of 
St. Louls was back on the same 
old job today—just plain military 
aide to President Truman, 

For a few hours yesterday 
Vaughan, ‘one of Truman’s closest 
friends, thought he had been pro- 
moted. He announced to reporters 
that he had been named “chief” 
armed forces aide to the Presi- 
dent. 

A statement from White House 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
dispelled the illusion. Without 
mentioning names, Ross said: 


“There seems to have been some 
misapprehension. There is no 
ranking aide. There will be three 
aides, each representing one of 
the three co-ordinated branches of 
the service.” 

This was ground for some dis- 
appointment on the part of Col. 
Louis Renfrow, Vaughan’s assist- 
ant. The general had “promoted” 
Renfrow to military aide. 

The 58-year-old general, who got 
the news later from reporters, 
shrugged it off. 

It's as much of a misdemeanor 
to be premature as it is to be in- 
accurate,” he observed.

Mumford, »rofessor at Stanford

Approval.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 7—A 
comprehensive draft of new rules 
on bail bond procedures and re- 
quirements, intended to curb 
abuses by professional bondsmen, 
was completed last night by the 
Missouri Supreme Court’s Crim- 
inal Code Revision Committee. 


The proposed new regulations, 


which will be submitted to the 
Supreme Court for adoption under 
its rule-making powers, would es- 
tablish more stringent personal 
property qualifications of bonds- 
men and set up procedures de- 
signed to permit full recovery by 
the state on forfeited bonds. 

rule revisions approved 
by the committee: provide: 

Each bail bond would consti- 
tute a lien against the property 
of the bondsman in favor of 
the state. 

Bondsmen would be required 
to have an equity in pledged 
property equal to at least twice 
the amount of the bond. 

No bond could be approved if 
there was an unsatisfied bond 
forfeiture judgment outstanding 
against the surety. 

The bondsman's fee would be 
limited to 5 per cent of the 
amount of the bond. 

Persons would not be per- 
mitted to qualify generally as 
bondsmen, but would have to be 
examined as to their qualifica- 
tions each time they offered to 
serve as surety. 

Rules Debated. 

The drafting committee debated 
the new rules for more than four 
hours yesterday before agreeing 
on its recommendations to the 
court. The new bail bond regu- 
lations are, for the most part, in 
the form proposed by Franklin 
Miller, former Circuit Judge and 
Circuit Attorney in St. Louis, al- 
though several stringent proposals 
he suggested were eliminated in 
the final draft. 

The group expects to complete 
today its work of writing a new 
criminal code of practice and pro- 
cedure for Missouri courts. If ap- 
proved by the Supreme Court, the 
mew code will have the effect of 
law. The Legislature, however, 
may repeal or amend any rule by 
statute. 

In fixing the qualifications for 
bondsmen, the committee ap- 
proved a rule requiring that they 
be residents of the State, at least 
21 years old and of good reputa- 
tion. No person convicted of a 
felony in any State Court or in 
United States District Court could 
sign bail bonds. The rule also 
would disqualify lawyers, police 
officers, sheriffs, constables and 
any deputies of such officers, and 
any state or county official or em- 


oye. 

The proposed property qualifica- 
tions would require the real estate 
pledged as security to be in Mis- 
souri. No bond could be approved 
unless the fair market value of 
the bondsman’s equity in the prop- 
erty was at least double the 
amount of any single bond he 
signed. 

No Limitation on Number. 

No limitation was provided in 
the number of bail bonds that a 
qualified bondsman could sign at 
one time. Miller had suggested 
that the amount of outstanding 
bonds be limited to not more than 
twice the bondsman’s equity, but 
after extended discussion the com- 
mittee decided the safeguard was 
not necessary in view of the re- 
striction against a surety quali- 
fying on a new bond if he had an 
unpaid forfeiture judgment 


against him. 

Miller explained that most bail 
bond difficulties in St. Louis 
stemmed from the fact that bonds- 
men continued to be approved on 
new bonds although previous for- 
feitures had been reduced to judg- 
ment and never paid by them. 

Another member of the commit- 
tee, Henry J. Westhues, a Supreme 
Court Commissioner, declared the 
fault was with the courts for ap- 
proving such persons as sureties. 

I can’t understand how a judge 
could approve a bond when the 
surety has judgments against 
him,” he said. “It is gross ne- 
giect of duty.” 

Affidavits Required. 

Another rule would require 
bondsmen to sign affidavits as to 
their qualifications, both personal 
and property, each time they of- 
fered to serve as surety. The 
courts would be empowered to ex- 
amine them fully under oath on 
these matters. Giving of false 
statements in an affidavit is pun- 
ishable as a misdemeanor, and 
false testimony under oath would 
subject bondsmen to punishment 
for perjury, a felony.

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The Phone Company Loses 


The writ of injunetion, the proverbial weapon 


of publie utilities in fighting rate regulation 


which they don’t like, appears to have lost its 
edge in the South. 

When the Georgia Public Service Commission 
allowed the Southern Bell Telephone Co. only 
38 per cent of the rate increase it sought, the 
company ran immediately into court and ob- 
tained an injunction authorizing it to place in 
effect the full increase for which it had asked. 


But the Georgia commission itself appealed in. 


turn, and now an- appellate three-judge panel 
has dissolved the injunction. Earlier, the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court dissolved an injunction 
which would have authorized Southern Bell to 
place in effect increased rates even before the 
state regulating body held hearings. 

The Georgia Public Service Commission esti- 
mates that the rates it has approved will allow 
the telephone company to earn a return of 
414 per cent on its investment. The Tennessee 
commission holds ‘that its decision will allow 
Southern Bell a return of better than 5 per cent. 

If this is true, the company is not likely to 
get very far by appealing to the courts on 
ground of “confiscation.” The late Chief Justice 
Stone, in a minority opinion in a Southwestern 
Bell rate case years ago, held that a 412 per 
cent return should not be considered confisca- 
tory. On the present Supreme Court, men of 
the persuasion of Justice Stone, one imagines, 
are no longer in the minority. 

In the meantime, moreover, the Supreme 
Court. has handed down its famous decision in 
the case of the Federal Power Commission vs. 
the Hope Natural Gas Co. In this opinion, the 
Justices held that a given return on a claimed 
investment is secondary to a return sufficient 
to maintain the utility’s financial integrity and 
to permit it to attract capital to meet its needs. 
The Georgia Commission seems to have relied 
largely on this opinion in its decision in the 
case of Southern Bell. : 

For this reason, Chairman McDonald of the 
Georgia commission seems justified in saying 
that the court decision knocking out the in- 
junction is “a great victory for the people of 
Georgia and the whole field of régulation of 
public utilities.” 

In the past Bell System companies have had 
considerable success in overturning rate de- 
cisions not to their liking. This was notably true 
in Wisconsin during the 308, when utility- 
minded courts overthrew the historic work of 
the Wisconsin Public Service Commission in 
ordering telephone rate reductions. 

The recent experiences in Tennessee and 
Georgia, and in the United States Supreme 
Court, suggest that this easy out is no longer 
so easy. Indeed, the temper of the courts ap- 
pears to invite utility patrons themselves to 
appeal against the decisions of regulatory com- 
missions too compliant te company demands. 

Court appeals in behalf of utility patrons 
have been unusual. Yet the law gives intervenors 
in the public behalf the same right of appeal 
that a utility has, The law might well be invoked 
in states—and there have been many such— 
where the public service commissions have 
given the telephone companies their own way. 
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John Tindall’s Gripping Story 
One of the most depressing articles which the 
Post-Dispatch has printed will appear tomor- 


row. It is an extensive report of the experiences 


at Boonville of John C. Tindall, who was fired 
from the post of superintendent of the training 
school by Gov, Donnelly. 

Mr. Tindall did not want to leave the federal 
service to go to Boonville, but was persuaded 
to do so by Louis J, Sharp, another expert pro- 
bation and correction worker and now lost to 
Missouri as training schools director. When Mr. 
Tindall arrived at the training school last Oc- 
tober he saw conditions which only his own 
eyes could make him believe, 

He found that the boys lived in filthy, 
broken-down buildings without adequate bathing 
or toilet facilities. He found that they wore 
ragged clothes, that most of them did not have 
even a comb, that dozens of them used the same 
towel. He found the institution infested -with 
vermin. He found that no attempt was made to 
classify the boys, that dangerous hoodlums and 
mental cases were mixed in with boys who had 
made their first mistake. He found that food 
was poor and monotonous, that although the in- 
stitution owned cows, the boys got no milk. He 
found that the guards, who were political ap- 
pointees, either beat boys or delegated their 
‘prutality to the older boys, He found that there 
was no recreational program and little in the 
way of training of any sort, and that most boys 
spent their days in idleness. 

This is only a fraction of what Mr. Tindall 
saw in his first few days at Boonville. He has 
a story to tell, one that should first shame Mis- 
souri and then bring a resolve to clean up the 
school once and for all. It emphasizes how 
grossly wrong Gov. Donnelly was when he dis- 
charged Mr. Tindall and in effect forced out 
Mr. Sharp. It points up how much the state 
lost in the departure of these two first-rate, 
highly-trained workers in youth reclamation. 
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Those Bugs in the DC- 6 

The Civil Aeronautics Board has made public 
a list of modifications that must be made on the 
DC-6 airliner before it may return to passenger 
service, It was a DC-6 which burned last 
October in Utah with the loss of 52 persons. A 
day after the accident, press associations car- 
ried quotations from a paper prepared by Mar- 
vin Whitlock, director ofpservice engineering for 
American Airlines, in whith he criticized the 
DC-6. The paper was to have been read to a 
society of engineers but had been withdrawn at 
the last minute, without explanation. 

Among other charges of deficiencies in the 
DNC-6, Whitlock alleged that “carburetor and 
spark plugs vied for first place as trouble mak- 
ers; inferior electrical wiring and workmanship; 
ineffective waste oil disposal.” American Air- 
lines immediately protested against publication 
of the charges, and said that the paper had been 
withdrawn for rewriting because the full pic- 
ture had not been given, including engineering 
modifications made to eliminate most of those 
minor mechanical difficulties.” 

The fatal fire in Utah was caused by gasoline 
overflowing from a tank and getting into the 
cabin heating system. The CAB listed modifica- 
tions to correct this and it also listed other im- 
portant modifications. One of these fits in with 
Whitlock’s paper, since it calls for extensive 
modification to the electrical system to increase 
the protection against possible fire hazards from 
this source.” In addition, extensive modification 
is called for on the cabin supercharging and 
ventilating system, heating system, thermal anti- 
icing system and fire detection system. : 

All in, all, since all these changes must be 


made, it appears that the DC-6 had a good many 
“bugs” in it and that Marvin Whitlock’s critical 
paper had more than a little substance to it. 
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Mine Safety—When? 


Should there be another horrible loss of life 
in a coal mine, a large share of the guilt would 
come down squarely on this Congress. Imme- 
diately after the Centralia disaster, Representa- 
tive Landis and Senator Kilgore moved to put 
teeth in federal mine inspection. Yet for al- 
most a year, Congress has allowed their bills 
to gather dust. 

This is playing politics with human lives and, 
if Congress does not believe it, the Green ad- 
ministration in Illinois can supply all the de- 
tails. The men who dug the coal in Centralia 
Mine No, 5 repeatedly asked their State Depart- 
ment of Mines to enforce safety regulations. 
They asked for compliance with the reports of 


violations, posted by Driscoll Scanlan, the mine 


inspector. 

They finally took their case over the head of 
the politically-run department and appealed per- 
sonally to Gov, Green to “Please save our lives.” 
Then came the explosion the miners feared. The 
mine from which the men appealed to their 
Governor became the tomb of 111 of them. 

There is all the warning Congress should need 
in this ghastly experience of the Green admin- 
istration. 

Representative Price, in whose district the 
Centralia tragedy. occurred, is trying to get ac- 
tion on the Landis-Kilgore bills. Yet they slum- 
ber. Why? Because John L. Lewis is opposed. 
And why is Lewis, who has battled for such 
legislation in the past, opposed? Apparently 
because he does not like Senator Kilgore and 
hates Secretary Krug, under whose Interior De- 
partment federal mine inspections are now con- 
ducted. 

There is another reason the bills languish. 
Members of Congress do not wish to offend 
mine operators in an election year. So they risk 
the lives of miners rather than toughen up the 
safety regulations which coal operators may find 
inconvenient or which cut into profits. 


There is a danger, as Mr. Price says, the Cen- 
tralia explosion will be largely forgotten. Cer- 
tainly there are a lot of people who would like 
to forget it, Dwight Green among them. But 
the widows and orphans of Centralia won't for- 
get it. 

There must be continuous vigilance. Right 
now an Illinois mine inspector is under indict- 
ment, by a grand jury at Benton for alleged 
intimidation of a miners’ safety committee. The 
charge is that he threatened to have the com- 
mittee fired if it did not “ease up” on safety 
regulations. It will take federal protection to 
assure the miners that politics is not still part 
and parcel of state mine control. 

Illinois’ Senator Brooks is asking re-election 
this year. What is his position on mine safety? 
What about Representatives Vursell, Bishop and 
the other Republicans from Southern Illinois? 
Where do they stand? These Republicans are 
part of the majority. They help control Con- 
gress. They can get this legislation out if they 
want to. ) 

What a spectacle it is for them to sit by and 
do nothing while the lone Democrat from South- 
ern Illinois asks time and again for real mine 
safety! 
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Harry Vaughan’s Latest Blunder 

Harry H. Vaughan, for whom the President 
out of friendship created. the post of military 
aid,” called in the press and announced his “pro- 
motion” to “chief armed forces aid.”

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A Dependable Supply of Oil 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal has advised 
Congress that the United States should create 
a vast new industry to make gasoline and fuel 
oil out of coal, natural gas and oil shale. This 


‘recommendation has behind it both economic 


realism and a sense of, military preparedness. 

The per capita oil consumption.of the United 
States has increased two-thirds since 1938. The 
country is using up its oil reserves four times 
as fast as it is finding new ones. Secretary 
Forrestal warned that if the nation went to war, 
it would be 2,000,000 barrels a day short of its 
minimum needs. 

There is plenty of oil, of course, in Iraq, Iran 
and Saudi Arabia, and American-owned oil com- 
panies have latched on to a large. part of it. 
This is a backlog for peacetime, but is much too 
close to Russia to be a dependable large-scale 
source of supply in war. By flying a few hundred 
miles and staging a few raids like that made on 
Ploesti by the American Air Force in the last 
war, the Russians could desperately cripple the 
Near Eastern oil fields. 

Experts of the major oil companies tell us 
there is enough oil in America’s known coal re- 
serves to last for 1000 years. Already two oil com- 
panies are making gasoline from natural gas at 


a cost competitive with gasoline from crude. 


oil, Give the scientists a few more years and 
gasoline can be made from coal also at a 
competitive figure. It can be made now for 
about 12 cents a gallon. 

Wars are fought with oil, and the source must 
be dependable. Safety demands that we be pre- 
pared to get our oil at home. 
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Phooey on U.S. Patent 2,435,044. 

We are against U.S. Patent 2,435,044, on the 
grounds that it does not go far enough. All it 
does is place the restaurant customer on a seat 
on a moving belt, put the first course before 
him, move him along on a split-second schedule, 
whisk away the first-course dishes and place the 
second course before him, move him along, whisk 
away the second-course dishes and place the 
dessert before him, move him along, and whisk 
away the dessert dishes and his seat.

This latest stroke illustrates once again 
how far the realities of economic life in 
Soviet Russia have 
strayed from social- 
ist theory. 


Stalin is not being 


einconsistent with his 


socialist creed be- 
cause he abandoned 
it long ago — except 
for purposes of prop- 
aganda and abuse of 
his opponents. He is 
like an atheist Pope. 


The basic economic 
principles upon 
which Russia is run 
today retain contact 
with, their socialist 
origins only in one 
dogma—that all the means of production 
(no longer all the meang of distribution 
and exchange) must belong to the state, 
But in all other respects than this Russian 
economic principles are much closer akin 
to capitalism. The Trotzkyists call the 
Russian system state capitalism. And 1 
think they are right. 


Stalin 


Labor Value Theory 


Socialists have always taught. that defia- 
tion, sound money, credit restriction and 
the like are all just so many tricks“ of the 
wicked capitalists designed to throw the 
honest worker out of a job and filch his 
meager savings from him. 

The basic tenet of Marxism has always 
been the so-called “labor theory of value,” 
according to which the only real constitu- 
ent of the value of anything is the labor 
that went into it. 

But if this is the test, then the successive 
five-year plans represent the biggest exploi- 


_ tation of the workers that ever existed. 


A larger proportion of the Soviet national 
income than of any other is devoted to 
capital construction of all kinds. But what 
is a higher proportion of construction but 
a. lower proportion of consumption? If ex- 
ploitation is defined as Marx defined it, 
then this is truly a gigantic exploitation. 


I do not condemn the Soviet system on 
this score; I merely assert that it is not 
socialist. In its emphasis on capital, the 


Soviet system seems to me to resemble 


capitalism in its heydey. 
The Soviet worker is taught by the full 


om * 


force of official propaganda to believe that 
the factories, the dams and the power sta- 
tions belong to him. No doubt he gets a 
glow of satisfaction out of that belief. But 
it's just about all that he does get out of it. 

Capital in Russia does not belong to the 
workers; it belongs to the state. And that 
is a very different story. It may be that 
eventually the capital that the Russian 
gtate is amassing will begin to bring de- 
cisive benefits to the Russian worker. But 
if you want a prize example of accumula- 
tion of capital benefiting the standard of 
living of the worker, you will find it in 
capitalist América. 


Greed-vs. Humianity 


Judged by this fundamental test, both 
America and Russia are on the same side 
of the fence. The real contrast with Rus- 
sia is not to be found in capitalist America 
but in the semi-socialist democracies of 
Western Europe. 


There is another fundamental distinction 


to be drawn between the different sorts of © 


economic systems. This is the difference 
between enterprise and unenterprise. An 
enterprise system rewards success and. pun- 
inhos failure; an unenterprise aystem does 
not rely on incentives to higher output and 
it exacts no penalty for inefficiency. 

The one is a carrot-and-stick economy: 
the other is a featherbed economy. The 
one derives its motive power from the basic 
human emotions of ambition, greed, envy 
and fear; the other from emotions (which 
may or may not bé human) of nobility, 
loyalty, idealism and solidarity. 


Always There's Siberia 


There is nowhere in the world. where 
there is a more thoroughgoing and delib- 
erate system of monetary rewards for pro- 
ductive efficiency. It is probably true that 
there is greater inequality of earned in- 

comea in the Soviet Union than anywhere 
else in the world. 


As for punishment for inefficiency, it 
may be true that the Soviet worker has no 
reason to fear unemployment. But that 
does mot mean that there is no stick to 
beat the worker who fails “to respond to 
the carrot. The Stick takes the horrible 
form of labor camps in Siberia. 


Looking at Russia and America as eco- 
nomic systems—that is, as machines -for 
producing wealth—and making allowance 
for the very primitive stage of Russian 
development, 
between, them. But they still seem to me 
to resemble each other more than either 
one resembles the structure of socialist.

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Whistling Critics ;; 
From the Providence (R. I.) Bulletin 


It is to be feared that nothing but utter 
confusion will result from the formal rul- 
ing of the Paris Association of Drama and 
Music Crities in the case of the brother 
who expressed his disapproval of a new 
play by whistling. The association takes 
the stand that a critic who gives a play 
the toot—whistling is the European equiv- 
alent of hissing—is within his rights as a 
citizen but is using a method of criticism 
not customarily employed by members of 
his profession. 

This is but a weasel ruling. Our view 
of the matter is that one is either a critic 
or one is not, and that one cannot sit in a 
free seat on the aisle and whistle the pro- 
testing whistle of a paying customer. At 
the same time, we're inclined to think that 
the whistling critic had something and feel 
that the custom might well be transferred 
to this country. 

Far from forbidding drama critics to 
whistle at plays which their artistic con- 
sciences will not permit them to indorse, 
we favor limiting the whistling to critics 


and limiting adverse criticism to whistling. 
Furthermore, we would ban all oral whis- 
tling and equip all critics with tin whistles 
varying in strength and tone according to 
the individual critic’s professional standing 
—deafening, pontifical whistles for top- 
flight critics and little pipsqueak whistles 
for second-string critics and éxhibitionists. 

A boon will thus be conferred on both 
audience and critic. The audience will not 
have to read the critic’s review next morn- 
ing and the critic will not have to write it. 
He can go home to his wife or stay around 
with the boys awhile. He has whistled. 
The only reviews will be written by critics 
who have signified approval of the show 
by not whistling. Generally speaking, it 
will serve 2 right.

Most Government economists last 
night called the commodity ‘price 
break “healthful.” They held small 
fear of any collapse which would 
lead to a business slump. 

The Department of Commerce 
reported it is “too early to inter- 
pret—we're willing to wait and 
see.“ 

Top-level economists in other 
agencies — the Federal Reserve 
Board, Department of Agriculture 
and the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers — gave views 
which may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. This week’s plunge of grain 
prices, after two weeks ot grad- 
ual decline, is probably a “whole- 
some“ adjustment rather than a 
token of collapse. 

2. The markets will come to 
a stop-look-listen point fairly 
soon, They may move consider- 
ably lower before pausing. 

3. The leveling period will 
last several weeks at least, until 
spring weather signs are read- 
able. 

4. Prices will not rebound to 
the dizzy peaks of late 1947. 
Three-dollar wheat will not re 
turn, 

5. Retail prices of bread, 
dairy products and other foods 
won't match the current sag on 
the exchanges, But the upward 
trend of grocery prices may be 
checked, 

6, Grain prices could go lower 
without hurting farmers unduly. 

These opinions were obtained 

on a “don’t quote me” basis from 
responsible officials. None of them 
saw the slump as a death-blow to 
inflationary dangers, of which 
eg Truman warned yester- 
ay.

for Pan-American isolationism 
and sought to make the bulk of 
the trade run north and south. 

The truth is that without the 
Marshall plan the foundations of 
the inter-American system would 
be undermined. The glory of that 
system is that so many nations, 
unequal in size, power and wealth, 
can live together but independent- 
ly within it. 


Across the Oceans. 


The system is unique in the his- 
tory of nations. That it came to 
be at all, and that ‘it works, is 
due no doubt in the last analysis 
to the fact that all the American 
republics are deeply anti-jmperial- 
ist because all have won their in- 
dependence by successful rebellion 
against imperial powers. 

But that they have remained 
independent, that the larger ones 
have not overwhelmed the smaller. 
is due in great part to the fact 
that the economic and the cultural 
connections of each republic are 
not confined within the hemi- 
sphere but reach across the oceans 
to Europe and to the outer world. 

The spirit of independence feeds 
upon these connections. If they 
were broken irretrievably, if they 
cannot be restored, as we hope to 
restore them by the execution of 
the Marshall plan, we should soon 
find that the inter-American sys- 
tem itself would languish. 

It would become a closed sys- 
tem, and in that crowded, nar- 
rowed and unequal condition, there 
would be lost that spirit of in- 
dependence which is its energy and 
its reason.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
A law to make Henry Wallace 
and other political candidates go 
on record as rejecting or accept- 
ing Communist backing was sug- 


gested to Congress yesterday by 
Louis Waldman, New York law- 
yer. 

Waldman offered the proposal 


to a House un-American activities 
subcommittee as part of a plan to 
curb Communism in general. Com- 
mittee members let it pass by 
‘without any question. 

The attorney is a prominent la- 
bor union lawyer, chairman of the 
American Bar Association's com- 
mittee on American citizenship, 
and former member of the New 
York State Legislature. 

He did not mention Wallace by 
name in his statement to the sub- 
committee, but he did to re 
porters. | 

Indorsement by Paper. 

He said his proposed bill defi- 
nitely would apply to the inde- 
pendent presidential candidate. 
Indorsement by the Communist 
party newspaper, the Daily 
Worker, he said, would be con- 
sidered indorsement by the party 
itself. 


Under the bill, any candidate 
for federal office indorsed or 
nominated by a “totalitarian” or- 
ganization would have to file a 
statement rejecting this support 
or waying he “accepts the princi- 
ples and policies of such organ- 
ization. 

The committe, Waldman said, 
should ask the states to take simi- 
lar action, 

he plan is aimed, he said, at 
persons who are unsympathetic 
with totalitarianism but are will- 
ing to accept its support “in 
order to win election to public 
office.”

Opposes ‘Popular Front.“ 

Communists never could have 
moved into their present “danger- 
ous position of power” in indus- 
trial, cultural, fraternal and gov- 
ernmental life, he said, were it 
not for a willingness of non- 
Communist parties and candidates 
“to enter into a popular front 
with the Communists.” 

Waldman urged exposure as the 
best method of handling Com- 
munism. So did Donald R. Rich- 
berg, another well-known attorney 
and one-time New Deal official. 
With wide variations, each advo- 
cated an arrangement for regis- 
tering secret or totaalitarian polit- 
ical organizations with the Gov- 
ernment, 

Ferenc Nagy, tossed out as 
Hungarian Premier in a Com- 
munist coup, testified that expo- 
sure is a powérful weapon against 
Reds. But Nagy said he did not 
feel free or qualified to advise 
this country on specific steps to 
meet any Communist menace 
like the one which engulfed his 
country. 

Communism and Soviet imper- 
ialism, he said, are “the greatest 
threat which has ever endangered 
the peace and existence of man- 
kind.” 

Eastern Europe, he said, is 
looking to America to start mo- 
the world democratic 
peoples “against the enemies and 
suppressors of freedom.” |

of the big-city of Mukden; 
Infiltration of Yingkow, the 
best Government port in Man- 
churia, and; 
Complete isolation of the 
Government-held steel city of 
Anshan, 15 miles south of Liao- 
yang on the Mukden-Dairen 
railway. 

The noose around Mukden prop- 
er was reported tightened with in- 
creasingly heavy attacks on Such- 
latun, only seven miles away. The 
dispatches said prices in Mukden 
were roughly five times those in 
Shanghai, where inflation has sent 
them to almost prohibitive heights. 

In Anshan, many deaths were 
reported from shortages of food 
and fuel. Power lines there were 
cut. 

Pro- government dispatches also 
acknowledged the loss of Taian, 
highway center 55 miles south- 
west of Mukden. 

Farther southwest, along the 
Mukden-Peiping railway, govern- 
ment mechanized forces ‘were re- 
ported moving out of Chinhsien to 
engage Red forces which have had 
the rail city under siege nearly 
a week. Heavy fighting was re- 
ported. 

In central China, an official an- 
nouncement said, Communist Gen. 
Liu Po Chen and his forces have 
been routed from their strong- 
hold in the Tapiehshan Mountains, 

(The Chinese Communist radio, 
heard in San Francisco, said the 
Fifty-fourth Division of the Gov- 
ernment’s new Fifth Army was 
wiped out in the fall of Liaoyang. 
The Reds said it was the eleventh 
town to be captured in the cur- 
rent winter offensive.)

RACE BET MONEY 
FOR ‘PROTECTION’ 
NOT DEDUCTIBLE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP)— 
The operator of a race bet estab- 
lishment can deduct some of its 
expenses from his income tax, 
even if the business {is illegal—but 
not money he pays for “protection” 
against the law. 

That ruling was made yesterday 
in a decision of the United States 
tax court ordering G. A. Comeaux 


of Sedgwie county, Kan., to pa' 
$330,000 in back income tax and 
? penalties. 

Protection“ payments cannot be 
deducted because they are con- 
rary to sound public policy or pro- 
scribed types of conduct,” the 
court held, 

It admitted, however, that pay- 
ment of salaries and miscellaneous 
expenses “incurred in earning” an 
illegal income are properly deduc- 
tible from federal income tax. 

These, it said, may be charged 
off as “legitimate expenses of an 
illegitimate business.” For, it 
added, “the income tax law is not 
a tax on gross income even if the 
income be earned in an illegal 
business.” “Protection” payments, 
however, were declared “not made 
in the actual production of the in- 
come.” 

The court said Comeaux under- 
paid his income taxes from 1938 
through 1944 by sums ranging 
from $4854 to $77,750 a year. It 
added on 50 per cent for what it 
held to be “fraud’ 'in concealing 
true income. 


(PROPRIFTNR KILLS BURGLAR 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS CAFE 


Welbon Phillips, East Side Ne- 
| gro restaurant and night club 
‘proprietor, shot and killed a 20, 
year-old Negro he caught ransack- 
Ing his restaurant at 411 South 
Eighteenth street, East St. Louis, 
early today. The dead man was 
identified as James Yates, 1830

To the 
intense anger of many independ- 
ents, Pauley supported this meas- 
ure, which also had the support 
of Standard Oil of California. 
They claimed a “double-cross” and 
“switch.” Pauley denied this, ex- 
plaining he believed the new Dill 
was so drawn as to protect the 
interests of the independents. 

Years later, however, at the Sen- 

ate hearings on Pauley’s nomina- 
tion for Under Secretary of the 
Navy, testimony was given that 
about this time, the Signal Oil & 
Gas Cc., acting as agent for Stand- 
ard of California, had secretly — 
chased the assets of Pauley’s Pet- 
rol Corp. An independent oil man 
testified Pauley had told him he 
switched sides because his firm 
was in financial straits, and he 
could not hold out any longer. 
In any case, Pauley prospered 
anew after that turbulent episode 
in his life. He threw himself 
more actively into Democratic pol- 
itics. In addition to his Petrol 
firm, he became president of the 
Fortuna Petroleum Corp. and the 
Golconda Petroleum Corp, He be- 
came a founder and director of 
the Peoples’ Bank of California, 
and a partner in the John §, Grif- 
fiths Building company that de- 
veloped Lakewood City. 

In 1940 he did such àn outstand- 
ing job in gathering campaign 
funds in 11 Western states that 
a grateful Ed Flynn named him a 
regional director of the party. 
About this time also he was ap- 
pointed special representative of 
the White House to act as liaison 
man with the British on the use 
of tankers, and worked out an oil 
tanker route plan that Wase effec- 


tive. 
Cleans Up Deficit. 

When President Roosevelt asked 
him to become secretary-treasurer 
of the Democratic party and elimi- 
nate its $750,000 deficit, Pauley 
did. By January 1944, the party 
was solvent for nearly the first 
time in its modern history, and it 
owed Pauley a deep debt of grati-

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Don't Force 
Ailing Child 
In His Work 


By Angelo Patri 


T IS NOT unusual for teachers 

to discover a retarded pupil in 

the classroom, The impulse is 
to drive that child to do extra 
work, to give him extra and per- 
sonal attention in order to “get 
him up to grade.” That is the 
pattern of the school because for 
generations past the school stand- 
ards counted more than the 
growth and happiness of its pupils, 
and it was no fault of the teacher. 
It was, and still is, her job to keep 
children graded, 

Now the retarded, backward 
‘child, is usually an ailing child. 
He probably has had every illness 
to which childhood is subject, has 
had his tonsils removed, his teeth 
straightened, his eyes tested and 
fitted with glasses, has been 
through chicken pox, measles, 
scarlet fever and, maybe, opera- 
tions bf a serious nature. He en- 
ters school under severe handi- 


caps. 
. * 


* 

Of course, this child is behind 
the others in lessons, in experi- 
ences of school value. He has had 
plenty of other sorts, but those 
are overlooked in school, ,Only his 
grades count, The pressüre is put 
on him by the harried, troubled 
teacher and the result is a weary 
teacher and a still more backward 
pupil, 

Parents have their share in this. 
They are anxioug about the prog- 
ress of this child, tell him he has 


a lot to make up, visit the school 


and beg the teacher do what she 
can to bring him up to grade 
and promote him along with the 
others, saying, “We'll do all we 
can to help you. Just give him 
his home lessons and we'll see 
that he does them.” And this child 
who needs freedom from pressure, 
freedom to live in the fresh air, 
to learn to play as other children 
play, finds his playtime curtailed, 
his freedom gone, and his rest 
ignored. His brain, worn by ill- 
ness, shocked by an operation, 
weakened by fatigue, cannot act 
normally, confusion besets him, 
and his end is worse than his 


beginning. 
e oe fe a 


ANY AILING CHILD, any back- 
ward or retarded child, needs more 
time, less pressure, less drill, less 
anxious care than the healthy one 
—he gets more far more than he 
can take. He needs shorter 
school days and briefer lessons. 
He needs the oversight of an ed- 
ucational expert. He gets any- 
thing but such treatment, and so 
makes scant progress. 

Instead of pushing such a child 
ahead a grade, let him dwell in 
the lower one a while until he 
finds work there easy. Let him 
work easily. In that way he will 
gather strength, find hope and 
create faith in himself. 

Of course, he won't help the 
class average any. If that is im- 
portant, the odd child should just 
be counted out.

NE of the best and most eco- 

nomical sources of protein that 

can be obtained today is in the 
form of cottage cheese, An aver- 
age serving for most people is a 
generous one-third cupful (five 
and one-half tablespoons) or 100 
grams. This amount adds up to 
only 110 calories which makes it 
an ideal food on a reducing diet. 


But it contributes 21 grams of 
protein which is close to one-third 
of the 70 grams of protein which is 
needed daily by the average sized 
man weighing 154 pounds to main- 
tain good nutrition. It also con- 
tributes a little more than one- 
tenth of the daily need of calcium, 
about one-fifteenth of the iron re- 
quired and about seven times as 
much riboflavin as is needed, So 
anyone can see it is a valuable 
food. Such a serving of cheese 
costs in the average market to- 
day from four to six cents, And 
comparing only the cost of its 
protein with a similar three and 
one-half ounces of beef chuck 
pot roast that supplies 22 per cent 
of the daily protein needs of a 
154-pound adult, that much meat 
would cost about 20 cents. So serv- 
ing cottage cheese once or twice 


a week is a good dietary as well 


as a monetary policy. Mere are 
two recipes which will help you to 
make it a good palate policy also, 

Molded Cottage Cheese Salad. 

One package lemon or lime 
gelatin, one and three-fourth cups 
boiling water, one and one-half 
cups creamed cottage cheese, 
No, 2 tin sliced peaches, drained, 
No. 2 tin pineapple cubes, drained, 
lettuce, ° 

Pour boiling water over flavor- 
ed gelatin and stir until gelatin 
is dissolved. Set aside until par- 
tially set; stir in cottage cheese. 
Turn into oiled Cinch ring mold; 
place in refrigerator to become 
firr1. Unmold on lettuce and fill 
center with mixed fruit. It all the
